3.5.  A passport  is  not  required  for  U.S.  citizens  but  is 
recommended  for  travel  into  The  Bahamas.  No  visa  or  tourist 
card  is  required.  If  you  do  not  have  a passport,  you  must 
have  a U.S.  birth  certificate  and  a government-issued  photo 
ID  such  as  a driver  license. 

3.6.  Threat  Analysis:  The  threat  against  Americans  from 

political  activity  is  considered  low.  The  threat  from 
criminal  elements  is  high.  Incidents  of  violent  crime  have 
risen  significantly  in  The  Bahamas  during  the  past  few  years. 

Travelers  should  use  caution  and  common  sense  when  moving 
about  the  island  of  New  Providence.  Visitors  should  travel 
in  groups  avoiding  isolated  or  poorly  illuminated  areas.  For 
further  security  related  information  contact  the  Regional 
Security  Office  at  242  322-1181  ext.
